ABRAHAM    LINCOLN 

I. 

Minister.  We  are  a  mighty  nation  and  a^  we  run  our  memory  back  over  the  pages  of 
history,  we  find  a  race  of  men  whom  we  claim  as  our  fathers. 

People.  They  were  iron  men  and  we  understand  that  by  what  they  did  it  has  followed 
that  the  degree  of  prosperity  which  we  enjoy  has  come  to  us. 

.1/.  They  were  pillars  of  the  temple  of  liberty;  and  now  that  they  have  crumbled  away, 
that  temple  must  fall  unless  we,  their  descendants,  supply  their  places  with  other  pillars  hewn 
from   the   solid   quarry   of   sober   reason. 

P.     Passion  has  helped  us.  but  can  do  so  no  more;  it  will  in  the  future  he  our  enemy. 

.1/.     Reason  must    furnish  all   the  materials   for  our    future  support   and   defense. 

/'.  The  sentiment  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  gave  liberty  to  the  people  of  this 
country,  and  hope  to  all  the  world. 

.1/.  Let  us  readopt  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  practices  and  policy  which 
harmonize  with  it. 

P.     Let  all  Americans,  let  all  lovers  of  liberty  everywhere,  join  in  the  great  and  good  work. 

II. 

M.     What   constitutes  the  bulwark  of  our  own   liberty   and   independence? 

/'.      It    is  not  our    frowning   battlements,   our  bristling   seacoast,   our   army   and   our  navy. 

.1/.     Our   reliance  is  in  the  love  of   liberty   which  God  has  planted  in  us. 

P.  Our  defense  is  in  the  spirit  which  prizes  liberty  as  the  heritage  of  all  men  in  all 
lands  everywhere. 

M.     Destroy   this   spirit    and    we   have   planted    the   seeds   of    despotism    at    our    own    doors. 

P.  Those  who  deny  freedom  to  others  deserve  it  not  for  themselves,  and,  under  a  just 
God,  cannot   long  retain   it. 

M.     This  country  with  its  institutions  belongs  to  the  people  who  inhabit   it. 

/'.  Whenever  they  shall  grow  weary  of  the  existing  government  they  can  exercise  their 
constitutional  right  of  amending  it  ;  or  their  revolutionary  right  to  dismember  or  overthrow  it. 

.1/.     Why   should  there  not  lie  a  patient  confidence  in  the   ultimate  justice  of  the   people? 

/'.      Is  there  any  better  or  equal   hope  in   the   world? 

.1/.  Wither  let  us  be  slandered  from  our  duty  by  false  accusations  against  us  nor  fright 
ined   from  it  by  menaces  of  destruction  to  the  government,  nor  of  dungeons  to  ourselves. 

/'.  Let  us  have  faith  that  right  makes  might,  and  in  that  faith  let  us  to  the  end  dare  to 
do  our  duty  as  we  undersand  it 

M.  With  malice  toward  none,  with  charity  for  all,  with  firmness  in  the  right  as  God 
gives   us  to  see  the  right,  let  us  strive  on  to   finish  (he   work   we  are  in. 

/'.  To  do  all  which  may  achieve  and  cherish  a  jusl  and  lasting  peace  among  ourselves 
and   with   all   nations. 

III. 

.1/.  Years  ago  our  fathers  brought  forth  on  this  continent  a  new  nation,  conceived  in 
liberty    and    dedicated    to   the   proposition    that    all    men    are   created    equal. 

/'.  It  is  for  us  to  be  here  dedicated  to  the  great  task  remaining  before  us,  that  we  here 
highly   resolve  that   the  dead   shall   not   have  died   in   vain. 

\i.      That  this  nation  under  God  shall  have  a  new  birth  oi   freedom, 

.1/.  &  I'.  And  that  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people  shall  IlOl 
perish  from  the  earth.
